In 
particular, in allowing claims 1-15, 57, 58, 65 and 66, the Examiner indicates that the priori 
does not disclose the combination of limitations claimed, specifically the limitation of: a ccatrol 
unit for changing an operation state of said optical blur correction unit depending upon the 
switching between the ON/OFF states of displaying by said display ON/OFF switch unit." 
Double Patentine 

Claims 16, 59 and 67 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,628,898 to Endo {'TEndo").
